Bamples were taken and the chemist
of the Health Department rveported
the stuff to be “an alum powder"
which mnalysis showed to be compos-
ed chiefly of alum and pulverised rook.
I The powder was declared to be dan-
Kerous to health, and several thousand
pounds were carted to the offal dock

and destroyed,
It i& unsafe to experiment with these
so-called “‘oheap” articles of food.

They are sure to be made from alum,
rock. or other Injurfods matter. In
baking powders, tha high class, cream
of tartar brands are the most econo-
mical, becaunse they go farther in use
and are healthfu! beyond gquestion
